GET SEIZED BONDS

Nation-Wide Round-Up of Fake
Brokers to Continue, Treas-
ury Officials Say. ‘

Stolen registered Liberty Bonds and
war stamps, amounting in value to
several million dollars, recovered by
the Becrét Service In B nation-wide
clean-up of fake “brokers” establish-
ments, are to be restored lo their
rightful owners by the Treasury De-
partment, It Was announced today.

Most of the securities seized when
Federal agents swoaped down upon
the unsuspecting stamp and bond col-
lection agencies with soaroh warrants
were of large denominations, and
previously had been recorded as lost

or stolen,

Secret Service officials are confident
that a large additional quantity of
bonds will be found through search
of safely deposit boxes, held by some

‘| of the “brokers’ or their scocomplices

as hiding places,

Treasury officials today stated that
the ralds, engineorsd so quietly over
a wide aresx that the oftenders were
taken completely by surprise, already
| had reached the point of & successful
| round-up of chief violators. Several
days, however, will Dbe required te
wipe the slate clsan.

Although the existence of plants
equipped for illgit printing of yar
savings stamps Was one of the
prompting reasons for the Treasury's
crusade, Tremsuty Officiala explained
today the prime factor in the raids
was to rid the country of “Lences,"
which have served aa convenient
dumping places for stolen bonds.
Primarily the search of the Secret
Service has been to locate the vast
amounts of vialuable registered bonds
which have mysteriously disappeared,
In all of the larger thefts, quick re-
ports have been made to the banks or
to Treasury officials, and no delay
has been lost in putting sleuths on
the trall.

The number of violators under ar-
rest today was considerably more than
100, including women clerk accom-
plices. These are being subjejcted to
close questioning by Federal distriet
attorneys and their alds, with the
prospect” that the information gather-
ed may lead to the arrest of others
equally guilty.

Within a few days the round-up
will have reached such a stage that
a complete statement showing in de-
tail the nefarious operations of this
class of "brokers,” and the full scope
of the investigation will be issued by
the Treasury Department.

pers, president of the American Fed-
eration of Labor, declares in an ar-
ticle in the current number of the
Federationist, official organ of the
'federation .He denounces the radl-
cals and their doctrines unqualifiedly.
| He quotes as the most direct in-
formation a dispatch from Russian
trade unionists to W. A. Appleton,
president of the International Fed-
eration of Trade Unions, which de-
clares that Bolshevists have split up
| the reserve fund of trade unions,
throttled the labor press, killed labor
organizations, split up trades unions
as a class, and put down strikes by
“force of arms and plentiful exeocu-
tions."”

“In all concepts of freedom within
the American nation,” says Gompers,
“one fundamental principle is that
any involuntary servitude, that is,
compulsory labor, shall not be en-
forced upon the working people.”

“Tha concept and the spirit of that
amendment have been entirely re-
versed by the constitution of Bolshe-
vist Russia which provides for and
enforces compulsory labor. We know
about Bolshevism.” We know - the
piteous story of cruelty and intoler-
ance and we know the autocratic con-
cept that underlies the minority dfc-
tatorship which is hailed to the world
by its dupes and advocates as the
most perfect state pf soclety yet de-
vised. We know about It and we
condemn it completely, finally, and
for all time.”

SHEA SAYS ROADS PLAN
~ WAGE CUT ON RETURN

Rail Union Head Claims Cummins
Bill Passage Might Mean
Strike.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—Timothy
Shea, acting president of the Brother-
hood of Locomotive Firemen and En-

= ginemen, speaking before the twen-

tieth annual meeting of the National
Civie Assoelation, here yesterday,
made direct charges that “certain rall-
roads"” were planning to reduce wages
as soon as the roads were returned to
private control,

He joined with Samuel Gompers in
making an attack on compulsory ar-
bitration, and .denounced the Cum-
mins bill.

Denying the statement of a speaker
at the opening session that the rail-
road men were the highest paid class
of workers In the country and that
one engineer received $250 monthly,
Mr, S8hea declared that the man might
have received this amount, but that
he would have had to work fourteen
hours a day, thirty days a month to
geot It,

“Thera Is no danger of a strike on
American rallroads, unless It ia pro-
voked by such legisiation as the
Cummina bill or such an attitude of
the Governmemnt as In the ecoal
strike,” the speaker sald In con-
clusion,

Senator Mclean contended that In
making selection for appointment
women deliberately are discriminated

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AGREEMENT NEARS

Conferees Certain to Report

Compromise Measure to Re-
turn Lines on March 1.

A final agreement by BSenate and
House conferees on rallrosd leglsla-
tion Is pnear, it was learned today.
It I8 now balleved to be virtually
certain that the rallroad bill will be
passed early pext month, so that
th# will be no hitch in the Freal-
dent's announced plan to return the
lines to their owners March 1.
The overwhelming majority of Con-
gress still favors the return of roads
to thelr owners as soon &s possible,
despite efforts of labor and other or-
gunizations to extend Government
control two years, in the hope that
the FPlumb plan can then be put inte
efecl.
Republican leaders are determined
to push the rallroad bill through as
soon as possible, and to do this some
features of it may be left for later
leglalation.
Antl-strike legislation probably
will not be in the conference report.
Benate leaders, by a recent CANVass,
have found that the majority If the
House i still opposed to such action.
difficulty now between the con-

mins bill, which provides that rates
shall be adjusted so that the roads
shall be assured of a fixed return of
6% per cent on thelr aggregate prop-
orlty value, with the provision that
the Government may divide all profits
aboye this percentage for the benefit
of the weaker roads.

The Senate conferees are under-
#lood to have agreed to abandon the
provisions of the Cummins biil, pro-
viding for a Federal transportation
board, compulsory consolidation of
the Tines, and possibly the anti-strike
proviaions, if the House will accept
soction 6,

The House conferees are now work-
ing for a modification of the section,
and It has beén suggested that a
compromise be arranged.

Both conference committees have
now declded It will not be necessary
to return to the respective houses for
further instructions,
